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Introductory Note. 


With the publication of this, the fourth, volume of the 
new series, the arrears have been overtaken, and in future 
it is hoped to publish Arr Prices Current within three 
months of the closing of the auction sales season. 


This volume includes the principal art sales of London, 
which are held at Messrs. Christie, Manson and Woods, 8, 
King Street, St. James’s, S.W.1; Messrs. Puttick and 
Simpson, 47, Leicester Square, W.C. 2; and Messrs. Sotheby 
and Co., 34-35, New Bond Street, W. 1, and therefore it may 
be considered a fairly complete record of the London art sales 
during the season from 1st October, 1924, to 31st July, 1925. 


The year was a noteworthy one, several important col- 
lections having been disposed of under the auctioneer’s 
hammer, such as the collections of the Earl of Darnley 
(£69,776), the Countess of Carnarvon (£90,338), and the late 
J.S. Sargent, R.A. (£183,048). 


At pages vii.—ix. will be found details concerning 93 items 
which each realised £1,000 or over at auction during this 
season. 


As in the previous volumes, the general arrangement fol- 
lowed is the same as that adopted in Bryan’s ‘‘ Dictionary of 
Painters.’’ Every artist and engraver using a surname is 
placed under that surname, cross references being given from 
assumed names or sobriquets.. Compound names are entered 
under the first, with a cross reference from the second. 


The biographical information has been further extended 
and improvements introduced, and in that connection the 
compiler will always welcome suggestions or criticism which 
may assist in making Arr Prices Current of still greater 
value as a standard work of reference. 


Where possible the two thousand prints and engravings 
have been classified and indexed under separate sections, as 
follows: Aquatints, Baxter Prints, Etchings, Line 
Engravings, Lithographs, Mezzotints, Stipple Engravings. 
Ail entries falling within the classified sections have again 
been indexed in the alphabetical index of engravings. 


In conclusion, the compiler wishes to state that every 
erdeavour has been made to make this volume a practical 
work of reference, but he would like to suggest for the 
consideration of those concerned that, if possible, the method 
of entry adopted in this volume might be used in the 
preparation of auction catalogues.
